El origen de cuatro ritos navideños

Todos sabemos que en Navi- 
dad conmemoramos el nacimien- 
to de Jesús. Con todos los cristia- 
nos,todos los años ejecutamos los 
rituales, se han preguntado alguna 
vez ¿cómo comenzaron? 

El nombre de la festividad y 
el origen de los regalos. 

“Navidad” es un derivativo 
del Latin “Nativita” formado por 
las palabras: Nato que significa 
nacer y Vita que es Vida. El nom- 
bre nos indica que Cristo nació 
para enseñarnos, cómo vivir. Sin 
embargo “Christmas”, formado 
por dos palabras del ingles anti- 
guo: “Christes Maesse” (Misa de 
Cristo) es el término que con más 
exactitud define el origen de la 
festividad. 

La “Navidad” se instituyó 
con una misa. El Calendario Ro- 
mano, indica que se celebró en 
Roma el 25 de diciembre del año 
241 de la era cristiana. No se sabe 
con certeza la razón por la selec- 
ción de la fecha, pero se cree que 
los primeros cristianos la es- 
cogieron para rectificar la “Satur- 
nalia”, las festividades paganas 
romanas en honor a Saturno (el 
dios de la abundancia) que se cele- 
braban del 17 al 24 de diciembre.

Los paganos, que creían que Dios 
era el sol, el día 24 celebraban 
“Natalis Solis Invicti” (El naci- 
miento del sol invencible), por 
coincidir con el principio del Sols- 
ticio de Invierno, cuando la posi- 
ción del sol está más alta en el 
cielo. 

Durante las festividades de- 
coraban sus casas e intercam- 
biaban regalos. Los cristianos que 
creían que Jesús, no el sol, era 
Dios, adoptaron los rituales de de- 
corar y dar regalos en celebración 
de su nacimiento, pero utilizaron 
el 25, en vez del 24 para celebrar

Shopping Center to receive Redevelopment funds

picana Foods Supermarket will undergo a dramatic “face-lift.” A new 
storefront will be built along with a new tower, a shopping cart stor- 
age area, a covered loading dock, trash enclosure, and new signs and 
paint. The “Ownership Participation Agreement” negotiated between 
the owners of the market and city officials, calls for the redevelop- 
ment agency to pay $240,000 and the owners to pay $360,000. 
Henry Nguy, one of the partners of the Tropicana Land Com- 
pany said, “We are excited to be a partner of the redevelopment agency 
to improve the area for the community. This is a great opportunity 
for our business and the existing businesses in this shopping center.” 
According to a press release issued by the San Jose Redevelop- 
ment Agency, the facade improvements at the Tropicana Shopping 
Center are part of an overall plan by the agency to assist in the revi- 
talization of the Story and King intersection. “The plan includes fa- 
cade renovations for five different buildings, parking lot improve- 
ments over the next three years, and a new retail center at the cor- 


ner.” 


One cannot help but wonder if this promised delivery of revital- 
ization in three years time wouldn't have already been made a reality 
if-the merchants of the Tropicana hadn’t had to spend their time and 
money in the courts fighting to keep the city government from trans- 
ferring their property to a different developer. 

Against all odds, the merchants of the Tropicana have survived. 
And now, recognizing that they can’t beat them, the city government

Where there's smoke, there's fire

For decades, health experts and 
environmentalists have suspected 
that the increase of smog in the air 
raised the number of deaths due to 
heart and lung diseases. If there’s 
smoke, there's got to be a fire, they 
reasoned. 

Well, the experts turned out to 
be right. A report published by the 
country's most prestigious health 
magazine, the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association (JAMA), 
has verified the “fire.” 

The study, conducted by re- 
searchers from Yale and Johns 
Hopkins universities, for the first 
time points out that even relatively 
small quantities of ozone — a main 
component of smog — cause an in- 
crease in cardio-pulmonary fatalities. 

The report focused on the 
country’s 95 most populated areas, 
where 40 percent of Americans and 
the overwhelming majority of the 
Latino community live. These areas 
include Los Angeles and California’s 
Central Valley, Chicago, Houston, 
New York, Phoenix and Atlanta. 

But what is this poison called 
ozone? It’s a colorless gas that forms 
mainly during the summertime when 
car and industrial emissions react 
with sunlight. Ozone is a powerful 
irritant that causes the airways to 
swell, triggering asthma attacks and 
other respiratory diseases, and is also 
a factor in heart attacks. 


And when it comes to pollution, 
what is fire for the population in gen- 
eral, is an inferno for Hispanics. 
Whereas 57 percent of non-Hispanic 
whites live in counties with the 
country’s dirtiest air, 80 percent of 
Latinos live there. In California’s San 
Joaquin Valley, which has some of 
the most toxic air in the United 
States, the air Hispanics breathe is 
almost 40 percent more polluted. 

According to the JAMA report, 
a small increase of 10 parts of ozone 
per one billion causes 319 additional 
deaths per year in New York. And in 
all the 95 areas surveyed by the re- 
searchers, the same slight ozone in- 
crease Causes 3,767 additional deaths 
per year. 

Few escape the danger. The re- 
searchers concluded that the relation- 
ship between ozone and mortality 
takes place even in regions where air 
pollution is lower than the federal 
government’s limits. 

The JAMA report was released 
while the Bush administration con- 
tinues to dismantle three decades of 
environmental progress, most of 
which, ironically, were instituted by 
two other Republican presidents, 
Richard Nixon and Gerald Ford. 

For the last four years, the Bush 
administration has settled for just 
weakening the environmental laws 
that protect us all, especially the 
Clean Air Act, which in the last 30 
years has reduced air pollution by 
more than half. 

But that seems to have been just 
a warm up for the big game. 

“The (2004) election was a vali- 
dation of the philosophy and the 
agenda [of the Bush administra- 
tion)”, said Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency administrator Mike 
Leavitt. He added that a third of the 
EPA’s work force will be eligible for 


retirement in the next four years, 
which will give him the opportunity 
to replace them with people more 
attuned to the polluters’ agendas. 

Likewise, the administration’s 
allies in Congress keep feeding the 
fire. Rep. Joe Barton (TX-R), chair- 
man of the House Energy and Com- 
merce Committee, has said that he 
plans “a comprehensive revision” 
(read gutting) of the Clean Air Act, 
possibly early next year. 

Bush, however, has little or no 
reason to claim a mandate on his en- 
vironmental actions. According to a 
new poll by the National Resources 
Defense Council, a majority of vot- 
ers are dissatisfied with his 
administration’s environmental poli- 
cies. And 74% of them back initia- 
tives that save oil and explore new 
energy technologies. 

Perhaps we should remind him 
what his own administration, specifi- 
cally the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol (CDC), found out about the 
health of the Hispanic community: 

“Hispanics bear a disproportion- 
ate burden of disease, injury, death, 
and disability when compared with 
non-Hispanic whites, the largest ra- 
cial/ethnic population in the United 
States,” the CDC concluded in a re- 
cent report. “For Hispanics in the 
United States, health disparities can 
mean decreased quality of life, loss 
of economic opportunities, and per- 
ceptions of injustice.” j 

So we have but to ask ourselves, 
what is the Bush administration go- 
ing to bring us this Christmas, a gas 
mask or the gift of life?

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Bush: Spending political 
“capital” on immigration?

In January of 2004, George W. Bush pro- 
posed an immigration overhaul which would 
match American companies with foreign 
workers needing jobs. The program would 
provide temporary legal status through a guest 
worker program to millions of undocumented 
workers in the U.S. and possibly others who 
would come into the country legally if jobs 
are available for them. 

Because the right wing of the GOP was 
very much opposed to the idea, Bush soft-ped- 
aled it and the plan went nowhere. 

Recently, Bush picked up where he left 
off in January. He said he campaigned on the 
issue Of immigration and intends to keep his 
promise. 

Will he spend some “political” capital on 
undocumented workers? 

Since he does not have to run for re-elec- 
tion, Bush may be concerned about his legacy 
as president. Fixing the immigration problem 
could become one of his, though very few, ac- 
complishments. 

By keeping his promise, Bush would rec- 
ognize the 45% support he received from 
Latinos in his reelection, a 7% increase over 
the 2000 election. 

The implementation of Bush’s immigra- 
tion plan would also reap political benefits for 
the GOP, which could even improve on the 
President's support with Latinos in the long 
run. Immigration is an important issue for 
Latinos and their increasing numbers could 
prove indispensable in future elections at the 
national but also at the state level. 

Legalizing undocumented workers, even 
with temporary guest worker visas, would also 
benefit the country. It would bring out from 
the shadows millions of undocumented work- 
ers who have established themselyes in the 
U.S. In addition, we would not waste billions 
in our efforts to stop illegal immigration from 
Mexico. 

It would also save the lives of several 
hundred migrants who die each year at the 
U.S.-Mexico border as they attempt to make 


the dangerous journey north. And of course it 
would do away with “coyotes,” smugglers 
who prey on innocent people and sometimes 
leave them to die in the desert. 

Beneficiaries of legalizing people in the 
U.S. would also include those American com- 
panies which right now are breaking the law 
when they hire undocumented workers with 
the pretense they don’t know about the legal 
status of job applicants. Although Americans 
for the most part blame the undocumented 
workers for their illegal “act,” some are wis- 
ing up to the fact that if companies did not 
hire them, illegal immigration would disap- 
pear. 

Will Congress pass a bill on immigration 
along Bush's general lines which would le- 
galize undocumented workers? 

Conservative Republican legislators will 
balk at the idea. They are stuck on not want- 
ing to reward illegal behavior. They fear more 
people would break immigration laws and feel 
it would make a mockery of those immigrants 
who come to the U.S. through legal channels. 
They have a point in some ways although re- 
ality forces people to look beyond the mere 
legality and pretend several million people will , 
just disappear. dl 

Bush, of course, is a master salesman. He 
was able to convince Americans to reelect him 
in spite of his failed economy and the disas- 
trous war in Iraq. Thus, if he wants to, he will 
be able to convince enough GOP legislators 
to vote his way. 

He would not need very many of them 
because most Democrats would support a plan 
to provide legal status to undocumented work- 
ers. Senator Edward Kennedy, for example, 
made an immigration proposal in May of 
2004, which is not very different from Bush's 
plan. Kennedy’s plan is more “generous” in 
that it includes the possibility of permanent 
residency for some undocumented workers. ' 

When Bush first came to Washington he 
declared himself a uniter and not a divider. 
Implementing an immigration plan with the 
help of Democrats in a bipartisan way would 
lend credence to his statement and recognize 
that although he got elected, 49% of the coun- 
try voted against him. It would mean keeping 
another promise he made as a candidate to 
unite the country.

Tucson, Arizona (EFE) — 
Inmigrantes mexicanos en Tucson 
se han quejado por las dificultades 
que han tenido para obtener la 
matricula consular porque dificil- 
mente pueden cumplir con todos 
los requisitos para tramitarla. 

El proceso para obtener este 
documento, expedido por el go- 
bierno de México y para muchos 
mexicanos la única identificación 
que pueden tramitar en EE.UU., 
requiere varios requisitos que al- 
gunos inmigrantes indocumenta- 
dos no poseen. 

“Cuando cruzamos la línea, 
difícilmente traíamos con noso- 
tros un par de pantalones y una 
camisa, no íbamos a cargar con 
identificaciones y acta de naci- 
miento”, dijo el mexicano Mau- 
ricio Santos Ramírez, originario 
de Puebla y a quien el consulado 
de México en Tucson le ha recha- 
zado tres veces su petición. 

Santos Ramírez, de 28 años, 
cruzó la frontera como indocu- 
mentado hace tres años y debido 
a su estatus migratorio le ha sido 
imposible tramitar una tarjeta de 
identificación oficial del estado de 
Arizona o una licencia de condu- 
cir. 

“Para todo de piden el ID (tar- 
jeta de identificación) y para 
nosotros es imposible tenerla” 
sostuvo el inmigrante. 

La petición de Santos Ramí- 
rez fue rechazada debido a que só- 
lo cuenta con su acta de nacimien- 
to y no tiene ninguna otra identi- 
ficación con foto vigente, requisi- 
to indispensable para obtener la 
matrícula consular. 

“Me han dicho que puedo uti- 
lizar la licencia de conducir de 


México o la tarjeta de elector; pero 
para tramitarlas tendría que regre- 
sar a México y como están las co- 
sas, es muy dificil el regreso”, dijo 
el mexicano. 

Otra inmigrante que también 
mostró su frustración por no poder 
tramitar la matrícula consular fue 
María Alvarez, de 20 años y origi- 
naria de Ciudad Obregón (Sono- 
ra). La joven, quien fue traída a 
este país por sus padres cuando te- 
nía 5 años, trató de obtener la ma- 
trícula consular debido a que está 
embarazada y quiere casarse con 
el padre de su hijo. 

“Para tramitar la licencia de 
matrimonio, nos pidieron una 
identificación y como no tengo 
ninguna fui al consulado mexica- 
no, pero me la negaron”, comentó 
Alvarez. 

Agregó que rechazaron su 
trámite debido a que ninguno de 
los comprobantes de pago de utili- 
dades de su casa se encontraba a 
su nombre y la única identifica- 
ción —que tiene de la secunda- 
ria— se había vencido hace dos 
años. Al final, para poder obtener 
la matrícula consular, Alvarez tu- 
vo que ir a su antigua escuela y 
pedir que le tramitaran un docu- 
mento con foto que afirmara que 
ella era la persona que decía ser. 

Ante estas acusaciones el 
Consulado Mexicano en Tucson 
defendió su postura bajo el argu-
